The postmaster informs me that he has an opin- 
io: of the assistant United states district ationn-y 
here, to (be elect that he can remove carrier; and 
clerks 2s well, except for the causes named in the 
civil service law as quoted by you on page 21 of the 
Philate’pbia rcp rts.’ That every carrier and 
clerk in the Cincinnati postotiice might be legally 
removed for cause isa proposition on which you 
need no information. It is, therefore, concluded 
that you wish toknow whetber in the opinion of 
the commission efiicient carriers and clerks of good 
character may be legally removed for partisan rca- 
sons, because they do no‘agree in politics with the 
postinaster. The commission has heretofore stated, 
and now repeats, that the power of remoyal is un- 
restricted except that the removal may not be le- 
gally made for any one of the following causes: 

1. Because a person in tue Service has refused to 
eontritmite toa political fund or for polit'gal pur- 
poses; 2. Because a person has refused to render po- 
litical service; 8. Because a person has refused to 
permi: ihe appointing oflicer, or any other person 10 
the civyjise vice, to coerce his political action for 
any other cause, any person in the civil service may 
be removed lega!ly, and a person illegally removed 
for any of the causes named, cannot, under any 
provision of the civil service act, demand restora- 
tion. 

Lf, then, an appointing oflicer were to remove one 
of his subordinates forany one of the reasons men- 
tioned among the inhibinons of removal, what pen- 
ality could be inflicted upou him?

Dr. Atkinson, of Philadelpliia, one of the 
secretaries of the congress, read the following 
abstract ef proceedings of the section of public 
and international hygeine: 

Aiicr the ieading by Dr. Domingo Freire, of Rio 
Jauciro, representative in the congress of the Bra- 
zilian government, a paper entitled “Vaccination 
with the Attenuated Culture of the Microbe of Yel- 
low Fever’ with a demonstration of the microbe 
under the microscope, the following preamble and 
resvlutions were adopted by the section: 

Whereas, inoculation against yellow fever, if it 
proves successful aiter further examination, is cal- 
culated to benetit the human race throughout the 
world; and whereas, the facts presented by experi- 
ments of Dr. Domin zo Freire, aferd reasonable as- 
surance of its protective influence in Rio de Janeiro, 
therefore 

Resolved, That this section recommends a co-op- 
erative investigation of the results obtained by yel- 
low fever noculadions as protective against that 
disease, and that adequate appropriations by the 
governments represented in this Congress.be made 
for that purpose. 

Resolved, That this action be communicated forth- 
with for consideration in the general sessions of 
con zress, 

Dr. A. Y. P. Garnett, of this city, offered 
the following resolution : 

Whereas, It is proposed to hold at the city of 
Washinton, in 189°, au international celebration in 
honor of the four hundreth anniversaiy of the dis- 
covery of America by Christopher Columbus, and an 
exposition of the history, arts and industries of all 
nations; 

Resolved, That the international medical congress 
favors this patriotic movement, and commends it $» 
the nations of the world. 

Surgeon General Hamilton, of the marine 
hospital seryice, seconded the motion. Dr. 
Semmola, in behalf of the country of the dis- 
coyerer’s birth, supported the resolution briefly 
buat eloquently, and it was unamiously adopted. 

The conmitiee appointed to report upon the 
place for the next mecting of the international 
medical congress, deeided te report in favor of 
Berlin, Germany. The meeting will occur in 
1890, the day and month to be hereafter deter- 
mined. The report will be presented to con- 
gress tomorrow for adoption. Berlin was se- 
lected in accordance with an understanding 
reached at Copenhagen when Washington was 
selected for the place of hoiding the present 
meeting. At that time America and Germany 
were the chiei competitors for the honor, and 
it was decided to held the- present congress in 
America and the following one in Germany. 
Other places’mentionedjat the meeting of the 
committee today were St. Petersburg, Paris 
and Rome. As congresses had heretofore been 
held in the two last named cities, an under- 
standing was effected by which Russia will be 
honored next after Germany.

Tart Keplies to. Mahone’s Lawyer— 
Some Letters Produced.  — 


Woonstock, “Va., September 7.—In thie 
circuit court was tried the suit of Se: ator Mas 
hone against Senator Riddleberger, on a bond 
of $500, given Mahone by Riddlebarger. 
hene claimed that the money was loaned to 
Riddleberger personally. Senator Riddleber- 
ger testified that every statement made by 
Mahone was untrue. He said he had no COB 
versation with Malione in 1881; that he hadne 
connection with him; that he did not see him 
and that Mahone was not in Woodstock im 
1881. The senator said he received money 
from Mahone in 1879, when Mahone was elect- 
ed to the United States senate. | He spoke of 
being-in a hotel in New York at the time. 
There were several lively spats between Sena- 
tor BRiddleberger-and W. E. Craig, Le 8 
counsel. ss “ 

“I waive all objection to anything the Sena- 
tor may say on this occasion,’’ said. Craig. 

“IT am glad you waive objections to my tel- 
ling the truth,’’ promptly replied, the Senator. 

“0 on,” said Craig. —- : 

“T’ligo on without you saying so,’’ replied 
the senator. ‘**This note,’’. the senator con- 
tinued, ‘‘was given in Woodstock. I did not 
get the benefit of the money. “It wentto Can- 
didates, or if the truth were known, or it were 
possible to , prove’—Here an objection was 
made and the senator broke off. 

“T did not give bond at the time, and was 
not samneniol to do until you, Craig, came to 
my house and askedime to do so, when I was 
advertised to speak in Southwest Virginia,” 
He then began to tell about the $1,000, but was 
told to confine himself to the $500 case. The 
senator said he got the $1,000 and the $500 at 
the same time, though he received one at Fair- 
fax Court house and the other here. 

Craig, on cross-examination, showed the sen- 
ator a letter which he read and acknowledged 
ashis. It wasa letter to William Mahone, 
dated Woodstock, Va., July 17, 1881. It was 
along, spicy, gossipy letter, containing news 
and family matters. One passage read with 
emphasis by Mr. Craig, was as follows: 

Gene: a': I [ received the draft on you yesterday, 
and devoted mueh of yestercay to applying M. 
Thank God, I now have no obligations but to one 
person—yourself. I saw Randolph Tucker Monday, 
and he assures me I will get my cailroad feces during 
the winter,and you may look for a prompt return. 

The senator acknowledges that both the note 
dated July 16, 1881, and the letter, July 17, 
1881, were written with the same kind« of ink, 
violet, which he says he has been using for ten 
years, and possibly with thesame pen. The 
senator said he owed Mahone on a note for 
$750, given in 1886, when witness was a Tilden 
elector. Mahone never made a demand on 
him forthis money. He did not remember 
how he applied the money. It was. for cam- 
paign fe 2 gps. for debts owed by the com- 
inittee and gentlemen of the party. He did 
not apply a dollar to his personal obligations. 
Witness borrowed money of the bank, $500 at 
a time, and got others to indorse for him, as 
he wasnot ashamed to say he had pot the 
credit. He neyer stole a dollar of the funds, 
and hoped every ‘man can gay the same, He 


never promised to pay Dinhone. sie xs Dey. i 


“Ten years subsequently,” sa 6 senator, 
“T was asked to put $500 in the Richmond 
Whig, but declined because I was struggling 
in the debt and turmoil. I could not see a 
man on the square of Woodstock that I did not 
owe and could not pay. Now tell if yon. Craig, 
putin any. I never promised to pay Mahone 
out of railroad fees. Mahone wanted me to 
insure my life for his benefit. I told him I 
preferred insuring for the benefit of some one 
else. I never heard of Mahone’s claim for this 
money until you, Craig, came to my house.”’ 

The jury was discharged until tomorrow. 
On the next suit for the $1,000, Mahone, it is 
said, will be present and an exciting time is 
expected. ‘‘Mahone never would have sued 
me had he carried the legislature that elected 
John Daniel to the United States senate,”’ 
said Riddleberger after adjournment.

MR. WELLS RESIGNS, 


Collector Hillsman, of Tennessee, Not Out of 
Trouble Yet. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., September 8.—[Special. ] 
There is still considerable excitement over the 
charges against Collecter Hillsman, of this 
internal revenue district, that he had assessed 
all his subordinates fiye and ten dollars each 
for the anti-prohibition campaign fund. The 
way in which the matter got out was by a 

wivate letter from Ed Wells, a storekeeper at 
Maxwell, Tenn., to his mother, in which he 
says that he don’t like to contribute, but sup- 
poses he myst. 

His mother and father, who are warm pro- 
hibitionists, sent the letter to the Issue, a tem- 
perance weekly here, but the Issue had gone to 
press and the dailies got it.: 

Wells was interviewed today at the Max- 
well, and reiterated allhis statements in the 
letter. He told how Boyce brought the sub- 
ject up, and told him, and afterwards told 
Fry, another storekeeper of that vicinity, in 
his presence. Boyce said: ‘Wells, Hillsman 
writes me to tell you fellows that he wants 
you to send him $5 Japiece for the State Pro- 
tective association and prohibition fund.” 
Wells said, “‘al) right,” but did not want to 
do so, and so wrote home for adyice. Wells 
sent in his resignation by today’s mail. The 
assesment, Boyce said, Hillsman had ordered. 
Five dollars on each storekeeper and ten dol- 
lars on each deputy would produce four hun- 
dred and fifty dollars. _ '

Cuicaco, September §.—A Joliet, Illinois, 
special announees the failure, festenday, of 

affe, Gess & Co., and the Llinois Wire 
Fence company. Both concerns are operated 
by the same proprietors. The failure is trace- 
able to that of Sherman & Marsh, who owed 
the firm of E. 8. Wheeler & Co. and the New 
Haven Wire company, $75,000. This was a 
severe blow to the trade, and copacially to the 
latter firms, which were exc anging aper 
with Kraffe, Goss & Co. and the Lllinois 
Wire Fence company. The latter firms 
held considerable paper the 
former when they failed. Judgments for 
$56,932 in favor of Alexander Goss, principal 
backer of both concerns, haye been entered. 
Kraffe, Goss & Co. is an established firm with 
a paid up cash capital of $100,000, and has 
always steod high fn commercial reports. The 
Illinois Wire Fence company is a younger 
concern andhada paid up capital of only 
$10,000. Kraffe, the manager, said last night 
that the New Haven failures threw $60,000 
worth of notes upon the Joliet companies 
which, in justice to other ereditors, they could 
not meet. All members of Kraffe, Goss & Co. 
are sound, financially, although it will wipe 
out their present corporation. Itis said the 
will resume after the settlement.

REASONS FOR HIS DECLINATION. 


The Great Work He Has Before Him wil 
Demand His Whole Attention— 
Foreign News Generally.

Lonpon, September 8.—The letter contain- 
ing the invitation to Mr. Gladstone.to attend 
the centennial celebration of the American 
constitution at Philadelphia was dated June 
‘ . 

24, and was signed by Messrs. Kasson, Litile, 

’ ‘ . 

Carson and Cochrane, for the committee. Mr. 
Gladstone Was invited as the guest of the com- 
mittee, and he was informed by the gentlemen 
who conveyed to him the invitation that it was 
the only one sent to any person not an Ameri- 
can Citizen 6r an aceredited diplomat, the ex- 
ception ip his ease being intended asan ex- 
press recognition of the historical ties whieh 
bound great Britain and America before the 
declaration of independence. 

He was also assured that he would be al- 
lowed to make whatever arrangements he 
pleased, and would be entertained in America 
as no man has been since the visit of General 
Lafayette. 

Mr. Gladstone, on July 20, made reply to 
the letter, and assured the committee of the 
great honor he felt in receiving an invitation to 
the celebration of the centennary of the 
American constitution. His letter continues: 

The attractions of the nvitation are enhanced to 
me by the circumstances that [ have always regard- 
ed that constitution as the mst remarkable work 
known to modern times, to have been produced by 
the human intellect ata siagle stroke, so to speak, 
in its application to political atairs. The invitation 
is accompanied by every acce sory that cvén Ameri- 
can hospitility could devise. Had I the real optic n 
in the case 1 could not but aceept, but the limitation 
O° my strength and time, and the incessant pressure 
of eng: g’ments make me toe well aware that I 
have: ore. Sofaras I ean sec, the whole small’ 
residue of activity at my command will be dedicated 
to the great work at home. 

I regard the Irish question as most urgent and 
the most full of promise of beneficial results to my 
country that J have ever been engaged in. I ought, 
perens, to add that, view.ne the jealousies preva- 

ent in Eagland, it is doubtful whether they might 
not be stimulated were lto accept the distinction 
you offer me, which is not less signal than unde- 
served. The first of these rensons, however, compels 
me to decline the taost flattering proposal I have 
ever received.

of-Oils Bills. 
ANOTHER JUDGE TO BE ELECTED,

Routine Work of Both Houses—The Marietta | 


and North Georgia Bill KRecom- 
mended Pavoralily. 


Most of the session of the house yesterday 
Was spent in listening to the discussion on the 
dill relative to the inspection of oil. 

Mr. Scofield at the winter session introduced 
@ bill to better protect the people against the 
dangers of illuminating oils, but withdrew it. 

Mr. Atkinson iniroduced a bill providing 
that all amounts received for inspection of oils 
should be paid into the treasury of the state 
and become a part of the educational fand of 
the state. His bill looked to the inspection 
being performed by the inspectors of fertili- 
fers without extra pay in addition to their sal- 
ary as inspectors of fertilizers. This was re- 
ferred to the finance committee, who reported 

A SUBSTITUTE FOR IT, 
entitled “an act to amend the laws of this 
State in referonce to the inspeetion of illumi- 
mating oils by providing for the appointment 
of inspectors of oils, prescribing the manner 
and amount of their compensation, revising 
the schedule of fees now prescribed by law for 
the inspection of oils, providing for the dispo- 
Sition of said fees,”’ ete. 
he substitute provided that the commis- 
sioner of agriculture should appoint an inspec- 
tor of oils at Atlanta, Macon, Savannah, Au- 
gusta, Columbus, Rome, Brunswick and Ath- 
ens, vroxided said appointees shall not be in- 
spectors of fertilizers. Each inspector holds 
Otlice for two years from January, 1888, and 
gives bond in double the amount of the actual 
receipts of fees of the previous year. 
nsation the inspector receives one-half the 
ees, the other half being paid into the state 
treasury. 
THE FERS FOR INSPECTION. 

The fees for the inspection are: Lots of 400 

allons, or upwards, in bulk or in barrels, one- 
half cent per gallon: 200 gallons, and less than 
400 gallons, one cent per gallon; less than two 
hundred gallons. 1} cents per gallon. 

Inspectors are required to respond to calls 
for their services from places within thirty 
miles of the towns for which they are appoint- 
ed. As compensation they receive their trav- 
eling expenses and mileage at five cents per 
snile, to be paid by the party for whom the in- 
Spection. are made. Where the oi] is stored in 
storage tanks of 8,000 gallons and upwards, the 
inspectors are required once a week to test the 
oil, 

ANOTHER SUBSTITUTE. 

Mr. Atkinson offered a substitute for the sub- 
stitute. This made it the duty of inspectors 
of fertilizers to inspect oils without additional 
compensation. When other inspectors are 
appointed, they receive as compensation one- 
third of the fees received by them for the in- 
epeciion of oils. The fee for inspection is made 
one cent per gailon. Each inspector gives a 
bond of $1,000. The fees into the state 
treasury and becomea part of the common 
schoo! fund.

The inbabitants 
wore their old Puritan costumes and lived 
as their ancestors lived im the days of Miles 
Standish. ‘When these solemn people 
found their village raided by-a party of 
young dudes and frivolous belles they rose 
in their wrath and arrested the intruders. 
A young lady in a V shaped bodice scan- 
dalized the Puritans beyond measure, and 
was summarily dealt with. Some of the 
dudes were put in the stocks on the village 
green; and the excursionists were made to 
suffer nota little before they got away.

HIS COMING VISIT TO ATLANTA. 


The Only Georgia City Which He Will Find

Ballard Smith's Interview in the N. Y. World, 

Wasutnoton, September 4.—Touching the 
recent agitation in the Grand Army, the out- 
givings of Tattle and the Wheeling episode, 
the president said: 

“The soldier having nid down his arms,after 
making so many sacrifices and enduring so 
many hardships, having achieved sueh a vast 
and good work in perpetuating our republic, 
should be pre-eminently the best citizen. When 
he again in time of peace resumes his citizen- 
ship, his desire for the peace and quiet of his 
country and its prosperity, entirely dependent 
upon these, should be emphasized by the very 
trials he has nndergone. I donot believe he 
can be carried away from the even plane of 
that good citizenship by the devices of unseru- 
pulous men who would use him for partisan 
purposes.,”’

THE PROPOSED EXTRA SESSION. 
Tasked the president as to his reasons for 
not calling an extra session of congress to con- 
sider the questions of taxation left unsettled 
by the last session, and which operated to pile 
up in the treasury a useless surplus of some 
seven millions of dollarsa month.

But in this par- 
ticular exigency I should have called the 
extra session if at any time the needs of the 
country seemed todemand it. The expedient 
we adopted of disposing of that part of the 
surplus, the retention of which from the chan- 
nels of trade might have proven too great a 
strain upon the country, by calling the bonds, 
ought to subserve what is imperatively re- 
quired. It appeared more to the public inter- 
est that the members of the new congress 
should spend the usual recess among their con- 
stituents,} and; jlearn there by as long and as 
intimate communion as possible just what the 
people required of them. With the ample dis- 
cussion of the subject in the public press and 
the discussion among the people themselves, 
their representatives should be so educated to 
a true understanding of the great matters at 
issue that speedy action ouglit to be taken after 
the organization shall have been effected.’’

When the governor entered the supreme 


before 10 o'clock there were very few specta- 
tors present. 

The lawyers were out in full force, occupying 
their accustomed seats at the tables in front 
of the clerk's desk. The lessees were present 
in the persons of Colonel W. B. Lowe, Cap- 
tain J. W. English aud Captain T. J. James. 
Principal Keeper Towers and Assistant 
Keeper Sbubrick and Penitentiary Guard 
Turner were on hand. The two convicts from 
Bingham’s camp were present also. During 
the morning the room was filled with specta- 
tors. 

THE INVESTIGATION RESUMED. 

When the governor called the court to order 
he asked the attorneys if they were ready to 
proceed. 

“We are ready,” 
the state's counsel. 


eame from Mr. Smith, of 
Colonel Cox rose and 


stated that he thought it was best to decide 


what would be done in regard to the notice 
that had been served upon them. In regard to 
many of the papers asked for, he sal 
were ready to furnish most of them; but the 
notice caled for papers that were not relevant 
to the point at issue.

Mr. Smith said that two points had been 
raised, that the counsel for the state seeks to 
raise issues already passed upon, and that they 
must confine the investigation to the point 
qiade in the official order of your excellency. 

“It would be impossible without proof for 
you to determine whether an order of a former 
governor covered the point at issue. We in- 
sist that no order covers the ground thgt we are 
here to maintain.

THE STATE MAKES A STATEMENT. 

The counsel for the lessees listened to the 
amended charges with interest. After reading 
the paper there was a moment’s silence,when 
Mr. Smith said that they were ready to per- 
form whatever was required of them; that if 
certain matters were decided not to be investi- 
gated, it would relieve them of a good deal of 
labor and work. If it is limited to the outrages

| at Camp Bingham, we are ready; if you desire 


to gointo all these grounds we are ready to 
preeeed with the work. Weare ready to show 
that the lessees before you have no legal right 
to the convicts, and that it is your duty to re- 
claim them for the state. 

IMPOSSIBLE TO ANSWER SUCH CHARGES. 

Judge Hopkins said at this time he would 
not express his opinion as to the result of the 
inquiry. The shjection made was as to the 
scope of the inquiry, what had been charged 
a what was tobe answered. As to the 
charges, it was notin the powerof men to 
meet them-in their present shape. 

‘Charges were made first hy the counsel for 
the state and not by your excellency.’’ Here 
Judge Hopkins read the first charge in the 
list, and asked if charges made in such lan- 
guage were to be permitted to stand. Other

| and their indefiniteness, vagueness and un- 
| certainty mentioned. 

Judge Hopkins commented at some length 
upon the remark of the state’s counse] in their 
statement that it was necessary to go into 
these matters, perhaps, for the purposefof de- 
termining the punishment to be imposed for 
the present violation. 

HOPKINS’S CRITICISM UPON ALLEGATIONS. 

The amended charges were also taken up, 
and Judge Hopkins commented upon the first 
charge. He showed there existed executive 
orders for the establishment of those campe 
complained of. ‘‘Was this to be inquired into ?”’ 
he asked. ‘‘From 1876 to this time every re- 
port made by the principal keeper shows where 
the convicts were and who had them. It has 
been known all along to the proper officials. 
Are we to go in and defend actions that have 
already been approved? ‘These reports have 
been submitted to the general assembly by the 
executive. Are you to forfeit these cases be- 
cause at some time some of the convicts were 
being improperly worked ?”’ 

OTHER COMMENTS MADE. 

The next section commented upon was that 
requiring the separation of convicts so as to 
keep prisoners convicted of crimes involving 
moral turpitnde from those imprisoned for 
lesser crimes. In answer tothis he said that 
the principal keeper exercised the police 
power, and it was out of the power of any 
lessee so managing the convicts as to prevent 
the police power from being exercised. 

WORKING CONVICTS ON SUNDAY. 

The charge about working convicts on the 
| Sabbath day, he said, was merely a ‘review of 
| former administrations. The impression seems 
| to exist that a penitentiary can be managed 
| like a piece of machinery, that will work the 
same way every day; that you can manage 
these men on the inside the same way as you 
You are asked to 
go back and resort to the radical remedy of 
tearing the whole thing down. It has been 
suggested that while incumbents may change 
the oftice lasts, that the act of the executive 
stands and lasts forever. 

‘‘We wish to know which of these charges we 
will be called upon first to answer, and how 
far you Wish to go into the matter. Your 
word in the matter will be law to us,” 

COUNSEL AT VARIANCE, 

Mr. Smith said that Judge Hopkins and 
Colonel Cox were at variance, that Colonel 
Cox denied the right to make these charges at 
all, and that Judge Hopkins complained be- 
cause of their vagueness. Mr. Smith said that 
even if the strict rules of law were applied to 
the case, the charges were sufficiently explicit 
to stand, 


FULL NOTICE GIVEN. 

We have placed the counsel upon full notice 
in this maiter. The lease act provides for a 
central penitentiary to which every convict 
must be taken, and from which he cannot be 
removed without the order of the principal 
physician. We say that this has not been 
done. It means one place and not''p!aces”’ at the 
sametime. Theact providesthat the chaplain 
and principal physician shall reside there. Does 
such a place exist? Every time they takea 
convict they violate the law. 

They claim that every time these things 
were done the governor knew of it; we say he 
did not, and are prepared to substantiate it. 
The violation of a statute by one governor 
does not change the statute and does not re- 
lieve the executive that follows from enforcing 
the statute. 

SMITH TALKS PLAINLY. 

Mr. Smith declared that if there was no law 
in the act allowing the lessee to work convicts 
in manners not mentioned m the act; that if 
they did so, as had been done inthe case of 
Smith and others, it was a violation of the 


| law, and they were subject to the penalty for 


such violation. 

A colloquy here ensued between Attorney 
General Anderson and Colonel Cox in regard 
to the production of executive minutes. The 
attorney gencral declared that the minutes 
would be produced whenever they were de- 
sired, 

Mr. Smith said he supposed that this would 
be done, but there was no objection to that, 
and that the fecounsel and the state’s counsel 
were agreed upon that proposition. 

COUNSEL STATE EACH OTHER’ SEPOSITION, 

Mr. Smith said he understood the position 
of the other counsel to be in the nature of a 
cemurrer to the charges that had been made. 
The state’s counsel were ready to abide by the 
decision of the governor. 

Judge Hillyer said it looked to him that an 
effort had been made to drop the prosecution 
and listen to certain propositions that they 
had made. le insisted thatthe inquiry should 


| goon as matters always had been conducted in 


such matters. 
DISTRICT ATTORNEY HILL APPEARS. 

Mr. Hill said their purpose was to hold the 
counsel to the prosecution. It was a quasi 
criminal prosecution. The bill of indictment 
was the oflicial notice of the executive. The 
executive was the grand jury that made the 
charge, and the lessees were called upon to 
defend. 

The state’s counsel had no right to prefer 
charges; they must come from your excel- 
lency. Your excellency had made only one 
charge, that made in regard to Binsham’s 
camp. The charges made by counsel should 
be approved by the execative department be- 
fore they were called upon to answer them. 
Again, most of these charges had already been 
passed upon by the executive and legislative 
departments. 

Ve hold that the acquiescence of the execu- 
tive ‘n these removals creates the presumption 
of law in our favor, that you ought not to go 
in and consider these matters at this time in 
the manner proposed, 

MATTERS ALREADY DECIDED. 

Can you uproo ithe action of your prede- 
cessors since 1879, and say they dia wrong? 
Will you bold that you are to look into these 
questions already adjudicated, The minutes 
of the executive Coperhanens will show that 
these camps actually existed by executive 
order.

THE GOVERNOR EXPLAINS. 

IT wish to state here,” said the governor, 
‘that I never intended that the investigation 
shonid be confined to the one case at Bing- 
ham’s, but that it was expected that it should 
embrace all the viciations that from time to time 
had been made. The case at Bingham’s was 
simply selected as u basis for the matter.”

THE LAWYERS ORDERED TO PROCEED. 

'“After reading the opinion, the governor 
ordered the attorn to proceed. Mr, 
Smith said he would prepare from time to 
time memoranda of the [papers wanted. 
Some discussion exisued between the counsel as 
to the manner in which the papers would be 
demanded. With these matters settled, it was 
determined to go cu with the taking of the testi- 
tnony. 

INTRODUCTION OF TESTIMONY. 

The first. witness introduced by the state was 
the convict named William Slaughter, sent 
from Carroll county. He was in stripes and 
chains. The witness was examined by Mr. 
Hoke Smith, for the state. The examination 
for the defense was conducted by United 
States District-Attorney B. H. Hill. 

TESTIMONY OF SLAUGHTER. | 

Slanghter is a medium sized negro with an 
unattractive countenance, and had au insolent 
air. though he was at all times respectful and 
polite in his answers to questions. He was ex- 
amined first by Mr. Hoke Smith for the state. 

In reply to questions, Slaughter told the fol- 
lowing story: 

‘Have been four years in penitentiary, three 
weeks ago was at work at Camp Bingham on 
Georgia Midland road. Was w tipped on 19th 
of August by Cajtain Bingham, Cause of 
whipping was a difticulty with another convict 
(not important). Was placed across a barrel, 
held by the four guards. (naming them) and 
whipped with stray. Don’t know how many 
licks were given, 

BUT THE BLOOD WAS MADE TO RUN. 

“The blood ran down my legs, and when I 
would get up after being whipped pants would 
stick tome. Whipped Friday mght and was 
kept at work until following Tuesday night. 
Principal keeper came down then and ordered 
those whipped to be kept from work, but did 
not stop until next day. 

‘‘When pants were taken off, inside of seat 
was coated with bleod, flesh, and scabs from 
wounds. Could not work well, because clothes 
rubbed raw places and caused them to hurt. 
Places are not well yet. Suppose I did resist 
while being whipped, but hit nobody ;] resist- 
ance was because of pain. 

THE CROSS-EXAMINATION OF SLAUGHTER. 

Substantially the above is what Slaughter 
testificd to on the direct examination con- 
ducted by Mr. Smith. On the cross-exami- 
nation, conducted by Mr. Hill, he said: 

‘‘Was sent from Carroll county for attempt 
torape. Party was a white girl, grown. Am 
not guilty. Sent for twelve years, have served 
about four. Never a convict before. When 
whipped no one present save guards and con- 
victs; the latter helped to hold me. I was 


I resisted was 

BECAUSE IT WOULD TAKE SIX MEN TO HOLD 
any man whipped like Iwas. (Explained 
the fight with convict.] Did not know 1 was to 
be whipped until Bingham came in. Fight 
with convict took place on July 3lst; was 
whipped on August 19th. Have been whipped 
before. (Witness narrated as best he could 
when, where, who by and how often whipped.) 
Am 32 years old. 

On the cross examination by Smith. wit- 
ness told about being at Chattahcochee brick- 
yard when Lockett was there, and that Lock- 
ett had struck him with his fists. 

COUNSEL OBJFCT TO QUESTIONS. 

Mr. Hill objected to this on the ground that 
the court was not investigating Lockett's 
treatment of convicts. Attorney-toencral 
Anderson decided that legally it was not ger- 
main, but as an evidence of the way matters 
was conducted it might be well to let it stand. 

Governor Gordon said that he had allowed 
the question at first without consulting with 
the attorney general because he was anxious 
that the questions oe upen the treatment 
of convicts and the conduct of the camps be 
answered, as they were very important. He 
was willing, however, and intended to abide 
by the decision of the attorney general. 

Governor Gordon said that his recollection 
was that there was a general charge showing 
that convicts had becn whipped by persons not 
authorized to inflict punishment, and he had 
therefore allowed the question. 

ANDERSON BLOCKER, ALIAS HARDY MOBLEY. 

The state called the second convict, Ander- 
son Blocker, one of those whipped also by 
Bingham. The negro is more familiarly known 
as Hardy Mobley, and assuch will be called. 
A more intelligent negro than Slaughter, he 
gave his evidence without a halt, and is said 
to have corroborated his statement made to 
the principal keeper when that official was at 
Camp Bingham. 

In reply to Mr. Smith's 
he said: 

“That he was sent from Screven county for 
manslaughter. Was whippedon August 19th. 
Told of the conversation with the guard or of- 
ficial that led to bis whipping. He had been 
cursed, and had said if he was free he would 
not take it. Was whipped for it, The last 
one whipped. Was laid on barrel and beat 
WITH STRAP WELL SOAKED AND DRAGGED IN 

THE SAND. 

“Every time it hit the skincame. Went to 
work next morning throwing dirt. Could not 
work ; wounds pained me, and every movement 
made clothes rub raw places.’? Corroborated 
Slaughter about being kept at work until 
Tuesday. 

‘“‘When ordered out next morning Bingham 
stood at door and struck right and left with 
strap at the men. Some were hit, but I got out 
safe. He did that sort of whipping every now 
aml then; did not know what for. 

“Am not well yet; working my places 
raw.” Said that Bingham threatened to whip 
more of them the same way. 

MOBLEY CROSS-EXAMINED. 

The cross-examination of Mobley by Mr. 
Hill revealed the following facts: 

“Ran away from home when about twelve; 
took name of Mobley; Anderson Blocker right 
name. Worked oa turpentine farm; got into 
difficulty there with negro, and sent up for 
voluntary manslaughter.’’ Narrated times, 
places, who had whipped him while in peni- 
tentiary. ‘‘Was shiowse at Chattahoochee 


interrogatories, 


camp twice by Bingham becanse I reported 
sick ; was sick; had not got used to climate. 

‘We change clothes every Sunday, I changed 
my pants Saturday night, and the seat was 
bloody from wounds and had scabs and flesh 
on it.” 

THE GENERAL SLASHING OF BINGHAM. 

‘Bingham slashed men at the door the morn- 
ing after whippiag. Used the strap. Bob 
Allen was cut on nose, lip and jaw. Willis 
Williams and Tom Love were also hit; I have 
seen Bingham do the like out at the brickyard 
camp several times. Of course it hurt, if it hit 
you.” Described position of Bingham, guards, 
and men when slashing was done. 

The two convicts’ testimony was minute and 
detailed on all points. The general impression 
was that they told the truth, and the truth as 
narrated by them was in prs with the re- 

vorts of the penitentiary officials upon which 

tnaetmoutivs order was made. The men were 
ther dismissed, and Captain Turner carried 
them to the stationhouse, from which a guard 
took them to the camp on tbe Atlanta and 
Hawkinsville road. 

THE PRINCIPAL PHYSICIAN ON THE STAND. 

The state then introduced Dr. Willis West- 
moreland, the principal physician of the pent 
tentiary. The principal physician said: 

“I was appointed in the fall of 1883. Made 
an examination of the penitentiary at the 
time. The report before me was not made 
under oath, but now, under cath, 1 pronounce 
ittrue.” The report was pnt in evidence. 
The report is in full in the report of the peni- 
oer! A committee, and is to be found on 
page 107,

THE AFTERNOON SITTING. 


Dr. Houk Gives Some Damaging Testimony 
Against the Lease System. 


Promptly at four o’clock the court reconvened 
Pretty much the same audience was present as 
during the morning, the attendance of mem- 
bers of the legislature being larger. C. C. 
Bingham, the former whiping boss at the camp 
of the same name, was in the room, and several 
penitentiary physicians and minor officials 
were present. 

DR. E. M. HOUK TESTIFIES TO IRREGULARITIES, 

The state introduced; Dr. E. M. Houk, who, 
being sworn, in substance and in brief, said 
among other things: 

‘That he began his connection with peni- 
tertiary at Oldtown Camp in latter part 
of 1885 as physician and commissary. Knew 
T. J. James was in his employ. Knew con- 
vict, Peter Jackson; he came to Oldtown 
from Rogers, 20 miles away. His condition 
was bad;was a mere skeleton. When I first 
knew him he was in good health. 

“‘He lived four or five days, when he died. 
Of his condition before coming to Oldtown, 
I only know of by hearsay. 

THE DEFENSE OBJECTS TO HEARSAY. 

Mr. Hill objected to hearsay evidence, and 
the witness went on relating what he positively 
knew. 

“I saw that he (Jackson) had marks of re- 
cent whippings on his person, four or five days 
before he died. He ought not to have worked 
for two or three months previous to his death.”’ 

In reply to a question, how long the convicts 
were worked, he said: 

“I have seen the stars shiningin the early 
morning when they were carried out, and they 
were shining at night when they were brought 
in.’ 

BEN NIX’S, THE CONVICT, STORY. 

“IT knew Ben Nix; he died within three days 
aftor he came to the hospital. Don’t know 
how long he had been sick before; he said he 
had asked Smith, the whipping boss, for med- 
icine, and Smith had said this will cure you, 
holaing up the strap. He was brought to the 
hospital from the field, he had marks of whip- 
ping on his person; in three days he was 

ead, 


“Knew Thomas Roderick, he was in bad 
condition, and I so told Smith. He died from 
overwork ; he was a sailor, and was not used 
tohard outdoor work. Atthetime of these 
occurrences it was a busy time, and Smith was 
pushing conyicts for all they were worth.” 

A LESSEE SLAPS AND BRUSHES CONVICTS. 

Witness said he knew Bingham, had seen 
him whip convicts at Perkins’s mill or station. 
Had seen T. J. James, a lessee, slap at con- 
victs with a brush. Never had inhamanly 
whipped them, but had four or five times seen 
him strike them three or four licks. Never 
saw Bingham use anything but a strap. 

Dr. Houk said that W. D. Grant had former- 
ly had Oldtown, but James succeeded him. 
It was Jame#’s land, crops, everything as far 
as he knew. In reply to a question, said Laura 
Heard, 2 colored convict bore a child while he 
was there. She was a“trusty.” Explained 
nee of women, and their manner of life 
there. 

MAJOR G. T. JACKSON’S “OLD TOWNLIFE.”’ 

Dr. Houk said that Major Jackson was at 
Oldtown when he was there. That hedid no 
work, that he carried a gun when he wanted 
f to, and spent most of his time in fishing. 
Coxwell, awhite manfrom Wilkes county, 
also carried a gun, wasa great turkey hunter. 
Ostensibly was the miller, sometimes wore a 
civilian’s coat, but always had on some striped 
clothing. 

Jackson was relieved of duty. Have seen 
him pay James $25, said to be forhis time. 
I assigned him to hospital work, but he did 
not do any; he slept in my room. ~ There was 
another $25 paid, but I don’t know whether it 
was paid to James or Williams. The contract 
between James and Jackson was $25 per 
month, he to be given his time. 

JACKSON’S FREQUENT RECEPTIONS. 

**Jackson’s friends came to see him when- 
ever they wanted to. No restriction at all 
upon it. Receptionsheld in my room. They 
went fishing together. It was perhaps nearly 
a mile to where he went fishing; no guards 
ever accompanied him when he went fishing or 
hunting.’ 

THE CROSS-EXAMINATION OF HOUK. 

On the cross-examinarion by Mr. Hill, Dr. 
Houk said Jackson (Major George T.) was six- 
ty-five years old, and not able to do manual 
labor. He was the man pardoned by Governor 
Gordon. Witness explained a money bargain 
between James and Jackson by saying it was 
for the board and expenses of his sons and 
friends when they came there. This did not 
refer to the $25 transactions. 

James visited camp nearly every month ; was 
uniformly kind in treatment of convicts. Wit- 
ness was given full liberty to order whatever 
was necessary to the convicts, and James 
never kicked at bills. Had no unfriendly feel- 
ings toSmith, the whipping boss, notwith- 
standing his stories about witness. Witness 
said he never himself saw Peter Jackson 
whipped. Denied saying anything about Pe- 
ter Jackson to legislative committee, but on 
being shown printed evidence recollected it. 

Said Ben Nix was reported to have died of 
sunstroke ; saw Smith whip him once,severely. 
Believed that the convictsgwere worked at 
-OlGtown beyond their power of endurance, 
When James was there more time was allow- 
oe - rest, and they were not worked as 

ard. 

Said Bingham was a good convict man,was a 
hard worker himself, and made others work 
too. After giving other unimportant evidence, 
as far as the public interest was concerned,the 
witness was dismissed, and the court adjourn- 
ed to reassemble this morning at half-past 
nine,

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Produce, 
Special to The Constitution. 

CHICAGO, September 8—The bear erowd evidently 
went beyond bounds yesterday, and a natural reac- 
tion recurred today. There was nothing to help the 
bulls, and no outside influences at work beyond 
moderate purchases, The opening was at about yes- 
terday’s closing figures; but, influenced by a better 
demand, partly in sympathy with the strength de- 
veloped in corn, prices advanced about %e and 
closed about 14@%c higher than yesterday.

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What Was Done in the Various 
Departments Yesterday 


A MUTUAL AID SOCIELY IN TROUELE. 


A Case of Wild Cat Insurance Keported From 
Columbus, Which Receives Atten- 
tion From the Authorities. 


Governor Gordon was busy all day yesterday 
with the inquiry into the convict lease matter, 
and consequently but little routine matter was 
attended to by him. The other departments 
were quiet. The governor will leave for Phil- 
adelphia on Tuesday next, via the East Ten- 
nessec road. 

The Governor and His Cabinet. 

GOVERNOR Gorpon on yesterday received 
the resignation of Hon. Theos. J. Simmons, as 
judge of the Macon judicial circuit. The res- 
ignation was aecepted, and an official commnu- 
nication was sentthe general assembly, in- 
loriming the two houses of the vacancy, and 
of the necessity for an immediate or eatly 
election for the successor of Judge Simmons. 

Hon. Tuomas J. Smormmons was sworn in 
and commissioned as associate justice for the 
unexpired term made vacant by the death of 
Hon. Samuel Hall yesterday shortly after one 
o'clock. The ceremony was short, and was 
witnessed by only a few persons who happened 
to be in the executive oftice at the time. 


Among those who were present were: Mrs. 


Gorden, the wife of the governor, Judge 
Lyon, Hon. W. A. Huff, of Bibb, Hon. Ed- 
gar Simmons, of Sumter, and 
others. Judge James T. Nisbet, the gov- 
ernor’s|private secretary administered the oath. 

YESTERDAY MORNING the governor issued a 
commission to the following officers: Thomas 
L. Red was commissioned a justice of the 
peace inand for the 1413th district, G. M., 
Forsyth county. The governor has decided to 
leave for Philadelphia on Tuesday evening by 
the East Tennessee road, and will probably go 
over the “Shenandoah Valley Route’’ to the 
city of brotherly love. Nearly |the entire staff 
of the governor will accompany him on the 
trip. 7 

COMPTROLLER-GENERAL W RIGHT on yester- 
day received from Columbus information that 
a bogus insurance company was operating in 
Georgia. The information was contained in a 
letter to Hon. J. E. Scotield, of Bibb, who 
laid it before the comptroller. The letter to 
Mr. Scofield is signed by James M. Cofftield, 
ht. S. L. A. 7759, whois doubtiess the record- 
ing secretary of local assembly No. 7759 of the 
Knights of Labor, located at Columbus. The 
letter says: ‘‘The enclosed, you will notice, is 
an oflicial report in the matter of the ‘W ork- 
ingman’s Mutual Aid society,’ located and do- 
ing business in this city, made to the state 
assembly, which you will please transmit to 
them, that they nffy take such action as is 
necessary. We desire that you should 
inquire of the comptroller-general 
if these parties can do business 
in Georgia without paying a tax that is levied 
on all foreign insurance companies. They 
claim that they are amutual aid society, 
and not subject to any tax whatever. Can‘ 
any two or three men band themselves to- 
gether, obtain a charterin another state, go 
ahead without an election of officers, have no 
meetings, pay or collect weekly installments, 
pay a death benefit (you have to be a member 
six months before you are entitled to any bene- 
fits) and call this a mutual aid society? We 
think not, and fully believe that it will come 
under the head of insurance. Since we have 
exposed Zauzenberg, the secretary and coun- 
sellor has caused an‘‘ad”’ tobe putin both 
daily papers, removing their office and saying 
that Zauzenberg has no longer any official con- 
nection with the-company. Do what you 
can to _ help break up what we 
think is a swindle.” <A posiscript 
states that ‘“‘Zauzenberg was prosecuted for 
cheating and swindling because he obtained 
money by representing that they had money on 
deposit with,the state treasurer of Georgia.” 
Comptroller Wright, on being informed of the 
matter, declared that the Workingman’s Mu- 
tual Aid sdciety had no legal status of any sort 
in Georgia, and was not authorized to do or 
solicit any business. He immediately wrote to 
Solicitor General James Worrill, of the Chat- 
tahoochee circuit, acquainting him with the 
facts, and asking him that the proper steps be 
taken to hold the company, or if it had no 
legal existence, as was likely to be the case, 
the men representing it are liable for the fraud 
practiced upon the state and the people. 

Tue WorkKINGMAN’S Mutual Aid society 
has the following cirenlarin circulation, and 
in order to warn people from being imposed 
upon by the company, the comptroller requests 
that the statement be made that it has no 
right to solicit business in Georgia. The cir- 
cular puts the “capital stock at $25,000, and 
declares that all males and females can join 
the society who are in good health and moral 
character. The society pays to its members in 
sickness or accident $5 per week at 10 cents 
per week, and $50 at death ; $2.50 per week at 
5 cents per week, and $25 at death. Benefits 
not to accrue until six months from date of 
certificate. Your dues are collected at your 
house weekly. In event of sickness or 
accident, your weekly aid is brought to your 
house. fou haye no meetings to 
attend and no fines to pay. Each member has 
his membership card far ph receipt book where 
his dues are entered each week.’” The names 
signed are H. A. Gibson, president and treasu- 
rer; J. M. Lenward, secretary and counsellor; 
Geo. Zauzenberg, general manager. Home 
oftice mn to be at Columbus, Ga. 

It may be that the society has a legal exist- 
ence, but one point is certain, it has no legal 
standing in Georgia, and it has subjected itself 
to criminal prosecution; at least its officers 
have by soliciting business contrary to the law. 

THERE WAS NO news of importance at the 
penitentiary department yesterday. J. M. Hew- 
itt, sheriff of Carroll county, passed through 
Atlanta yesterday with a negro named Hodges 
McDaniel who has recently , san sentenced to 
one year’s penal servitude in the penitentiary.

The reported case of a guard on the Augusta and 
Chattanooga road going to sleep and allowing 
four convicts to escape lacks verification.

OTHER EVENTS OF THE DAY TOLD. 


A Woman Does Not Return a Wash—A Sup- | 
posed Convict Arrested—A Stolen 
Velocipede—Other News. 


Two expert and successful car breakers are 
confined in separate cells in the city prison just 
now awaiting a preliminary,trial before a jus- 
tice of the peace, which will take place today. 

They are Henry Ritehie and John Sloan, 
both negroes. 

For several months past the Georgia Pacific 
officials have been missing meat, flourand dry 
goods, etc.,from box cars, but were always un- 
able to trace the loss to a source. The robber- 
ies were quite mysterious, too, and appeared 
to have been worked, between the: two ends of 
the road. The cars, carefully locked 
and sealed when they were 
n when 
From these 
cars the goods were taken, and the impression 
was created that the robberies were committed 
while the trains were standing at some station. 
The conductors, engineers and train -hands 
werg instructed to keep a careful watch at the 
stations, and their instructions were obeyed, 
but no one could detect a burglar at work. 
The thieving was continued, and the road, 
unable to account for it, employed special <ie- 
tectives to investigate the matter. The detect- 
ives, however, failed in their work, and it re- 
mained with Conductor Strickland to catch up 
with the thieves. Conductor Strickland leit 
Birmingham Wednesday afternoon with a 
long freight train, and in the train were quite 
a number. of refrigerator cars loaded with 
meat. The cars started out properly locked 
and sealed, but one of them came in Open. On 
the train were two negro brakeman, Sloan and 

titchie. The negroes had been working with 
Conductor Strickland a long time, and though 
at first considered honest, had lately 
aroused the conductor’s suspicion. Soon 
after the train left Birmingham the two 
negroes became almdst inseperable, and .Con- 
ductor Strickland decided to watch them. All 
through the night he kept an eye upon the 
two train hands, but without ascertaining any- 
thing. Just about daylight he made a dis- 
covery, however, which repaid him for his 
night’s watch. The train was then approach- 
ing the city, and the two negroes were together 
One of 
them was inside the car and was passing meat 
out tothe other, who, standing on top, was 
throwing it off upon the ground. The 


' conductor watehed the negroes afew minutes, 


and then walking forward surprised and 
captured both. The train was moving rapidly, 
but the conduetor found no trouble in driving 
his two train hands mto the caboose, where he 
made them secure with ropes. The car door 
was found when the train reached the city to 
haye Leen opened like others. The two men 
were detained atthe freight depot until De- 
tective Bedford couliigo out and secure them. 
A train which left the city later in the day 
picked up-the meat. It was scattered along 
the side of the road for two or three miles. 
Detectives now believe that Ritchie and Sloan 
have been robbing cars for several months past, 
and are satisfied that there are others on the 
road engaged in the same work. 


f She Kept the Wash. 


Mary Sasseau.is the name of a negro woman 
who was arrested yesterday morning by 
Mounted Officers Cason and Steerman. The 
woman was charged with larceny and was 
locked up, but later in the day was released 
because the lady at whose instance tho arrest 
was made declined to prosecute. Several 
weeks ago the woman went to Mrs. Scott 
Gress’s residence on Luckie street, and repre- 
senting herself as an expert washer and 
ironer, applied for work. The lady was not 
pleased with her washerwoman, and after 
ascertaining the name and residence of the 
woman, gave her soiled linen on hand, the 
woman agreeing to return it the latter part of 
that week. The time for the _ re- 
turn of the clothing came, but the 
negro woman failed to bring the goods 
in. Another week passed and then Mrs. 
Gress notified the police, at the same time 
stating that the woman had given her name as 
Mollie Brown and her residence as No. 3 Mays 
alley. The officers, however, quickly ascer- 
tained thatno such woman had ever lived in 
Mays alley, and then the search began to set- 
tle down to slow work. A day or two ago 
Officers Cason and Steerman received infor 
mation which induced them to suspect Mary 
Sasseau, residing on Johnson street, as- 
the guilty party. Yesterday they called 
at the woman’s home and found some of the 
missing articles. The woman then admitted 
that she had taken the washing and had sold 
some of the pieces. After Sassean was locked 
up Mrs.-Gress declined to prosecute her and she 
was released. 


He Was Arrested and Released. 
Mounted Officer Haynes reached the East 
Tennessee yard and shops yesterday mozrning 
about daylight and came in contact with a 
young white fellow who was hiding outin a 
ear. To the officer the boy gave his name 
as Lee Ward, and said that ‘he came from 
Carolina.

His 
face underneath the dirt was not an unpleas- 
ant one, and when the boy talked of his home 
his eyes filled with tears. He had a photo- 
graph of his mother which he exhibited with 
pride, and over which he wept bitterly. Chief 
Connolly at first determined to detain Ward 
and telegraph his father, but later changed his 
mind and gave him his liberty.

RUMORS OF TROUBLE WITH NEGROES, 


It is Said That They Will Meet Saturday 
Night and Try to Avenge the 
‘Lynching of Hudson. 


, linia, 

The people living about Stone Mountain, 
Lithonia, Decatur and Redan, are apprehen- 
sive of further trouble with negroes, and with- 
in the past few days have become considerably 
alarmed. 

For some time past, there -has been a great 
deal of talk along the Georgiarailroad between 
Decatur and Stone Mountain, of a mass meet- 
ing among'the negroes. The talk began im- 
mediately after Hudson, the negro who 
assaulted the lady at Redan, was hung by the 
mob, and continued without interruption until 
the Decatur riot, since which it-has inéreased. 

The hanging of Hudson by the mob made 


the negroes all along the road very mad, and 


THREATS WERE FREELY MADE 
against persons who took part.in the hanging. 
Dr. Goldsmith was a particular object of their 
hatred,and it was openly announced that 
the negroes intended to congregate, go into 
Stone Mountain, take the doctor from his 
home and hang him tothe same sapling upon 
which Hudson was hung at Redan. The talk, 
however, assumed no definite shape, and al- 
though it created a feeling of uneasiness at 
first, no general attention was paid to it. 

Soon after the Hudson lynching some dis- 
orderly negroes at Lithonia gave the marshal 
some trouble, and the bad feeling already ex- 
isting became worse. The Decatur riot fol- 
lowed closely upon the Lithonia trouble, and 
worked the negroes up toa high piteh. 

- The better class of the race realizing that the 
whites were in the right at Decatur, discoun- 
tenanced further trouble, but that class was so 
much in the minority that it was powerless te 
control the current, and the talk went on. The 
arrest of the Goldsmith negroes, Lovejoy and 
others, and the search for the negro who shot 
the marshal, have had no tendency to quiet the 
matter, and day after day the feeling among 
the colored people has increased until the 
white people are beginning to fear some of the 
hot-headed darkies 

WILL MAKE TROUBLE. 

During the past few days the subject has 
been the one absorbing theme among the 
people coming in on the trains. With the be- 
ginning of this week. the talk of a grand mass- 
meeting of the negroes has been revived. The 
rumor has it that the meeting will be held in 
ornear Stone Mountain on Saturday night 
next. The meeting, it is said, will be largely 
attended, and if it does occur trouble may be 
one of the results. _ Since yesterday the white 
people have been placing considerable cred- 
ence in the rumors, and the credence is based 
upon a conversation between two negroes 
which was overheard. The conversation was 
listened to by a gentleman of veracity and 
honor, and what he says about this is generally 
believed. 

A gentlemen who was down the Georgia 
roml, and who is keeping thoroughly posted 
onf{the matter, yesterday said: 

“A couple of negromen were overheard by 
this gentleman in conversation at Lithonia, 
and after he had heard them

he facedthem and began questioning. The 
negroes acknowledged that they were op- 
posed to the proposed meeting, and had coun- 
selled against it, but their counsels had been 
rejected. They intimated that the purpose 
of a large crowd of negroes was definitely 
made up to go to Stone Mo@&tain on Saturday, 
and securing Dr. George H. Goldsmith, to 
hang him on the same tree that Hudson was 
hungon. After this they would go to Redan 
and Lithonia and avenge themselves on other 
persons supposed to be connected with the 
lynching of Hudson.’’ 

So firm have the people become in their be- 
lief that trouble is pending that they will be 
ready to take care of themselves. 

Senator Hamilton, whois in the midst of 
the trouble, is of the opinion that the con- 
servative negro element will prevail in pre- 
venting the crowd of turbulent negroes from 
carrying their fell purposes into effect.

suited white persons passing near Kit’s show. 
Tonight a burly negro named Jim Baldwin in- 
sulted a young dry goods clerk who was stand- 
ing at Ward’s store, On the corner of Greene 
and Jackson streets. As he did so the young 
man reached around and secured a baseball 
bat, with which he dealt the negro a fearful 
blow, breaking his jaw bone and injuring him 
severely. The young man was arrested, but it 
is the general opinion that he served his in- 
sulter exactly right. 

A negro named Mat Evans was struck with 
a brick by an unknown party in Dublin tonight, 
which fractured his skull.
